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7o The 5 December meeting of the ISfilJ Scientific Advisory 
Panel dealt with a matter of high priority - evaluation of 

the threat of a Soviet intercontinental guided missile , Attending 
this meeting were eleven outside scientists* highly qualified* not 
merely in the broad field of physics and chemistry* but specifically 
in the field of electronics, explosives and aerodynamics. Discussion 
with this panel of experts was of great value to QSI in makin g, a sound 
evaluation of Soviet potential in this highly advanced field of mili- 
tary electronics. The Assistant Director for Scientific Intelligence 
expressed the desire that the Chief, Scientific Branch* continue to 
attend these Panel meetings. 

8 On 19 December 1952, ONE instituted an urgent request for 
Information on foreign reaction to the Federal Trade Commission re- 
port, and to the resultant anti-trust- suit against the oil c.cap antes.
